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Italy, Dec., 1867. 

My last was from Egypt. From Al- 
exandria we took steamer for’ Brindisi, 
an Italian port on the Adriatic, which is: 
now coming into some importance as a 
starting pointfor India. Brindisi is the 
old Latin Brundusium—a famous naval 
port in the time of the Caesars. Virgil 
died at Brundusium, when returning 
from Greece, B.C.19. From Brindisi 
we took the railroad up the eastern coast 
of Italy as far as Foggia. We rode al- 
most all the way through groves of 
olives. 

From Foggia we crossed the Appen- 
ines. This isa grand range of moun- 
tains, forming the backbone of Italy. 
Our mode of conveyance was the dili- 
gence. The great jagged peaks were 
covered with snow. Snow lay on the 
ground fresh and deep. It was bitterly 
cold. Our diligence had ten horses, 
yet our progress-was provokingly slow. 
At one little shabby wayside inn we 
were detained ten hours; at another, 
seventeen, and numerous small deten- 
tions in the mud and snow. At times 
a yoke or two of oxen had to be called 
to the aid of our ten horses to get us 
over some steep stretch of hill. Two 
postillions rode on the horses, each one 
managing two horses. The driver con- 
trolled the remaining six: These pos- 
tillions are jolly httle fellows. Spat- 
tered with mud or powdered with snow, 
they sing merrily as they jog along on 
their uncomfortable seats. They gen- 
erally wear long feathers in their hats. 
We had leisure to see a good deal of the 
peasantry as we passed through the lit- 
tle mountain villages. They seemed to 
be a simple, rugged and merry race of 
people. They seem to love elevated 
perches for their villages. Almost ev- 
ery village is ona hill. | 

{do not know that I have ever seen 
nobler scenery than that of the Appen- 
ines. Up among peaks which rise to 
an altitude of 8,000 and 10,000 feet, 
covered with the purest snow, our road 
occasionally gave us glimpses of hill, 
valley and plain rolling off to immense 
distances, diversified with every variety 
of color. The mountain peaks are pe- 
culiarly bold and energetic in expres- 
sion. The lower hills rise in a gentle, 
leisurely manner. Notwithstanding the 
intense discomfort of a winter journey 
across these mountains, we were not 
sorry to have tried it. 

Coming out on the great plain of Na- 
ples about midnight, we had our first 
view of Vesuvius. An immense flame 
of fire leaping up under the clouds first 
attracted our attention. A little later, 
We could see the showers of stones which 
were constantly belched up. As the 
clouds rolled away, occasionally we 
could see the liquid fire slipping down 
the mountain side. Just here, within 
eight or,¢en miles of Naples, our horses | 
balked. Driver and postillions exerted 
themselves to the utmost to. get them 
started, but it was df no avail. The 
Whole team had to be:taken out and 
sent back to be exchanged at a station 
Several miles behind us, Here our 
coach stood horseless for two hours, on 
avery cold night. We had abundant 
leisure to look at Vesuvius. As we 
paced up and down in the silencé of the 
night, looking at. the, grand energy of: 
the flames and listening to the frequent 
detonations which seemed as though 
they would rend the earth, we felt the 
awful solemnity of the Scene. 

NAPLES. 

Naples ig quite a oe city of 
about half a million inhabitants. It is 
built along ‘the eutying shore of the 
beautifulbay. The whole’ vicinity is 
charming. The scenery has a sort of 
ideal aspeet. The neighborhood of the 
Bay of Naples was always loved as a re- 
treat by the ancient Romans. ’ Nearly 
all the Eniperots, Senators, and great 
men of Rome had villas the: ashore; 
°f the bay, The ruing.of these elegant 


Villas are quite numero particular! 


The Neapolitans are an out-door sort 
of people. : ‘Dhisrwinter ‘isvexeeedingly 
cold, and the people are evidently font 


to know how to get.along’ in 
Cold weather. Passing at any time of 
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day under the piazzas of the Royal Pal- 
ace, one sees & sight worthy of the brush 
of a Murillo. At little tables on the 
side-walks sit public writers. With cold 
fingers and a grave aspect, they. write 
letters for those who employ them. 
Generally their patrons are women, 
These simple women, as they stand at 
the table of the scribe, dictating the 
substance of their letters, looked very 
interesting. I imagine most of the let- 
ters were loye-letters.. I have often 
watched the intense expression of the 
women, as the thought they wished the 
scribe to utter slowly percolated from 
brain to lip. What anxiety they mani- 
fest to get it right; and they look up to 
the scribe with a look of reverence which 
is only given to superior talent. 
POMPEII. 

‘Tt is solemn thing to walk the 
streets of this exhumed city. Eighteen 
hundred years of the silence of death 
have passed over it, and now it’ is 
brought to the light. The streets are 
narrow. The pavements are solid, in 
the old Roman style. The tracks of 
chariot wheels are worn in the stone. 
There‘are steps at the crossings, just as 
in many modern streets, to enable peo- 
ple to cross in wet weather. Everything 
looks as if the city were inhabited but 
yesterday. 

Pompeii must have been a magnifi- 
cent city. The Forum was, I might say 
is, very extenslve. There are numér- 
ous temples, many of which still indi- 
cate a high degree of splendor. A great 
number of private houses are remarka- 
ble for size and magnificence. The 
courts are generally paved with most 
beautiful mosaics. There is a peculiar 
life likeness about the shops. There are 
oil shops in which the oil jars still stand 
ranged in order on the shelves, as wh 
the owner fled from sudden death eigh- 
teen hundred years ago. There are 
wine shops, also, in which the wine jars 
and the marble counters stand in order, 
as if business was interrupted but for a 
day. Tradesmen’s signs, painted 7 
ly in red letters upon tlie outside of 
shops, remain quite distinct. In some 
of the wine shops there are back rooms, 
the walls of | which are covered with 
paintings, mostly’ representing scenes 
of revelry. ese were evidently drink- 
ing rooms. A great part of the city has 
already been \exhumed. The work is 
going on slowly. ‘We saw a few work- 
men shoveling\out ashes and bearing 
them away in baskets. 

In the museum at Naples are preserv- 
ed a great variety of articles from Pom- 
peii, indicating the domestic life of the 
people. Jewelry and money, found on 
skeletons dug out of the ruins, may 
there be seen. Walking from the city 
over a ridgé of ashés, we reached the 
amphitheatre. It is an immense struc- 
ture, built in the style of the Colosseum 
at Rome. It is almost perfect. It, is 
said that this amphitheatre was crowd- 
ed at the time of the outburst’of ashes |’

Mr. Black’s clients, Americans, 
had claimed and worked the island, 
awhile, but were driven away by the 
authorities of St. Domingo.” Mr. Black 
appeals in their behalf to the govern- 
ment for the restoration of the island. 
He does not succeed, Mr. Seward argu- 
ing that the island really belongs to St. 
Domingo. Mr. Black goes to President 
Johnson with his complaint. But Pres- 
ident Johnson can not afford to be 
against Seward, if he wishes to be, and. 
so declines to interfere. Thereupon 
Mr. Black shakes off the dust of the 
White House from. him, and departs 
from the capital, and looks down the 
impeachment business, from a distance. 
His private interests overcome his devo- 
tion to the President. He is bitter to- 
ward Mr. Seward. And now’all of us 
get a look into a great man’s heart; and 
gaze with sorrow and wonder at the 
secret springs of human action. 


Liset.— We had not time last week 
to say our word concerning the most 
recent exposé of the absurdity of the 
law of libel, as sometimes enforced in 
courts. We are not lawyers, but we 
know that law is sometimes one thing, 
and justice another thing; that law is 
sométimes one thing, and equity an- 
other thing; that law is sometimes one 
thing, and good sense another thing. 
We know, also, that judges and courts 
must commonly govern themselves by 
the law as it stands written, though 
they believe the law in contravention 
of justice, equity, and common sense. 
But we hold that, in criminal cases, the 
judges and courts are at liberty to in- 
terpret statutes, not only by the spirit 
of them, but so that they shall accord 
with equity and common sense; and 
that the judge and jury ought to arrive 
at that sense in every verdict. Uniless 
it be so done, ourcourts are in danger 
of becoming but a mockery of justice. 
The old English law of libel has been 
a by-word for a generation. The Amer- 
ican law in many states has been found 
too defective to be of any tse, but for 
purposes of black mail. Here in our 
state there have been some strange re- 
sulta in libel suits, so strange that. 16 
one can tell, fromthe statements and| Ww 
the evidence, what sort of a verdict $6 
look for, In the t instance, it was 
for things adjacent to the mistake, and 
the verdict was given. But, 
shielded by office, it seems to us 
the judge, according to his baie ah.
